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PREFACE 


A list  of  library  reference  books  for  use  in  the  high  schools  of 
Iowa  was  issued  in  1906  by  the  University  of  Iowa.  Since  then  no 
printed  lists  have  been  prepared. 

As  a result  of  the  desire  of  high  schools  to  be  classified  favorably 
and  to  be  approved  for  tuition  purposes  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction,  many  requests  have  been  made  for  help  in  selecting  li- 
brary books.  Accordingly  these  lists  of  reference  books  have  been 
compiled  and  assembled  in  permanent  form. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  books  have  been  recommended  by  teach- 
ers after  actual  use  by  high  school  pupils.  Grateful  acknowledgment 
is  hereby  extended  to  the  many  teachers  who  rendered  assistance  in 
this  manner.  Suggestions  for  additions  to  or  omissions  from  these 
lists  will  be  welcomed. 

The  minimum  number  of  reference  books  required  is  indicated 
with  each  heading.  No  apology  need  be  offered  for  the  number  desig- 
nated unless  it  be  for  its  brevity.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  number  of 
books  for  each  subject  has  been  placed  just  as  low  as  possible  and 
still  meet  the  needs  of  the  pupils  in  a satisfactory  manner.

DIRECTIONS  AND  SUGGESTIONS 


HOW  TO  USE  THIS  LIBRARY  LIST. 

1.  Classify  your  own  school  library  and  ascertain  how  many 
suitable  High  School  reference  books  you  have  under  each  sub- 
ject you  teach.  If  in  doubt  about  the  worth  of  certain  books, 
send  in  a list  for  criticism.  The  Department  will  accept  good 
books  not  mentioned  in  these  lists. 

2.  Select  books  from  these  lists  to  bring  your  number  up  to 
the  minimum  required  for  each  subject  taught  in  the  High  School. 
Certain  books  are  starred  (*)  because  of  their  greater  useful- 
ness. Buy  these  first. 

3.  Buy  no  books  for  subjects  you  do  not  teach. 

4.  Ask  for  prices  from  more  than  one  dealer. 

5.  Buy  through  one  dealer  and  secure  larger  discounts  and 
save  in  freight  charges.

— The  prices  given  in  this  bulletin  are  the  publishers’ 
list  prices.  A liberal  discount  should  be  secured.  All  the  books 
purchased  should  be  secured  through  one  dealer.  This  plan  will 
benefit  the  purchaser  by  larger  discounts  and  a saving  in  time,  post- 
age and  freight.  It  is  always  advisable  to  secure  bids  from  more 
than  one  firm.

From  Traveling  Library. — The  Library  Commission,  Historical  Build- 
ing, Des  Moines,  has  many  of  the  books  herein  listed,  as  well  as  large 
numbers  of  other  desirable  books.  These  books  will  be  sent  out  to 
schools  in  lots  of  fifty  volumes.  The  school  may  keep  the  set  three 
months  and  must  pay  transportation  charges  both  ways,  and  be  re- 
sponsible for  reasonable  care  of  the  collection.  By  special  arrange- 
ments the  contract  may  be  renewed  and  extended  for  an  additional 
three  months.  No  other  charge  is  made.  Address  the  Traveling  Li- 
brary, Historical  Building,  Des  Moines. 

By  purchase  or  by  means  of  the  traveling  library  plan  every  class 
in  Iowa  High  Schools  should  be  provided  with  adequate  reference 
books. 


THE  CITY  LIBRARY. 


Very  often  the  public  libraries  possess  adequate  lists  of  refer- 
ence books.  Where  this  is  the  case,  and  if  the  library  will  place  the 
necessary  books  fully  at  the  disposal  of  the  high  school  classes,  there 
is  no  need  for  duplication  by  the  public  library  and  the  public  schools. 
To  be  satisfactory,  however,  the  books  should  be  taken  to  the  high 
school  study  room  for  the  entire  time  during  which  the  respective 
volumes  will  be  of  use. 

Pupils  need  instruction  and  help  in  learning  to  use  reference  books. 
Teachers  must  give  exact  page,  subject,  and  volume  directions,  and 
occasionally  show  a pupil  how  to  find  his  topic  quickly.  This  neces- 
sitates the  presence  of  the  books  w^here  pupils  and  teachers  are  at 
work. 

In  general  it  will  prove  most  satisfactory  to  have  the  minimum 
working  number  of  books  owned  by  the  school.  The  wdder  range  or 
the  occasional  use  may  then  well  be  served  by  the  public  library.
